Washington, June 14.— Before a great 
Ludlence assembled for a Flag day 
celebration, President Wilson declared 
anew the alma and purposes of the 
United States In entering the world 
war. 
Standing in the shadow of the great 
monument erected to the memory of 
George Washington, the president to'ld 
those gathered on the 
watersoaked 
grassy slopes about bim that the Unit­ 
ed States had entered the war not 
alone to keep the world safe for de­ 
mocracy, but also because the "extra 
ordinary insults and aggressions of the 
imperial German government left us 
no choice but to take up arms in de­ 
fense of our rights as a free people 
and of our honor as a sovereign gov­ 
ernment.** 
The Stars and Stripes are going to a 
strange land, the president said, for a 
purpose as old as American traditions. 
"For us there is but one choice." he 
went on. "W e have made it. 
Woe be 
to the man or group of men that seeks 
to stand In our way in this day of 
high resolution when every principle 
we hold dearest is to be vindicated aud 
made secure for the salvation of na­ 
tions. 
We are ready to plead at the 
bar of history and our flag shall wear 
a new lustre. 
Once more we shall 
make good with our lives and fortunes 
the great faith to which we were beni 
and a new glory shall shine in the 
face of our people.** 
The president warned

that Germany has carried Into effect 
the greater part of her immediate plan 
of conquest and now in negotiating a 
new "intrigue of peace" designed to 
end the war while her aggressions are 
secure.

President Wilson is a man of un- 
1 usual concentrative powers. W’hen he 
considers a legislative measure it is 
weighed from every possible 
angle. 
All else is excluded. 
He plays just as hard as he w’orks. 
This, it has been said, enables him 
to get more benefit from his limited 
amount of exercise.
